Doctor Gives Advice 


On Cooking Turkey

ATLANTA, 
Ga. 
(AP) — If 


your 
Thanksgiving 
turkey's 


coming out of a freezer, let it 
thaw completely. 


Then cook it thoroughly. 
That way, says Dr. Matthew 


S. Loewenstein, you minimize 
the risk of having the holiday 
spoiled by food poisoning. 
Dr. Loewenstein is assistant 


chief of the Salmonella Unit of 
the 
National 
Communicable 


Disease Center' NCDC here. 


Lowenstein says turkeys—as 


well as other poultry, eggs, and 
many 
meat 'products 
may 


transmit salm^nellosis, a food 
poisoning 
that 
could 
turn 


Thanksgiving fun into great dis- 
comfort. 
Salmonellosis is an acute in- 


fectious disease characterized 
by a sudden onset of abdominal 
pain, diarrhea, frequent vomit- 
ing, chills, ^ever and prostra- 
tion, says the NCDC. 


Loewenstein said the chances 


of buying a turkey that carries 
salmonellosis are "about 10 
per cent" at any time of the 
year. 
However, he added, if the tur- 
key is thawed out well and 
cooked 
thoroughly under hy- 


gienic conditions, there is al- 
most no chance of getting sal- 
monellosis from a disease car- 
rying bird. 


The disease poses no serious 
threats to healthy persons, Ben - 
nett said. 


However, infants and elderly 
persons, as well as those weak- 
ened by illness, may be fatally 
affected by gastrointestinal dis - 
orders caused by salmonello- 
sis. 
Bennett said most healthy per- 
sons who eat food carrying 
the disease will experience only 
mild discomfort for 24 to 48 
hours.

thaw completely. 
Then cook it thoroughly. 
That way, says Dr. Matthew 
S. Loewenstein, you minimize 
the risk of having the holiday 
spoiled by food poisoning. 
Dr. Loewenstein is assistant 
chief of the Salmonella Unit of 
the 
National 
Communicable 
Disease Center NCDC here. 
Lowenstein says turkeys—as 
well as other poultry, eggs, and 
many 
meat "products 
may 
transm it salmonellosis, a food 
poisoning 
that 
could 
turn 
Thanksgiving fun into great dis­ 
comfort. 
Salmonellosis is an acute in­ 
fectious disease characterized 
by a sudden onset oí abdominal 
pain, diarrliea, frequent vomit­ 
ing, chills, fever and prostra­ 
tion, says the NCDC. 
Loewenstein said the chances 


of buying a turkey that carries 
salmonellosis are "about 10 
per cent" at any time of the 
year. 
However, he added, if the tur­ 
key is thawed out well and 
cooked 
thoroughly under hy­ 
gienic conditions, there is al­ 
most no chance of getting sal­ 
monellosis from a disease car­ 
rying bird. 
The disease poses no serious 
threats to healthy persons, Ben - 
nett said. 
However, infants and elderly 
persons, as well as those weak­ 
ened by illness, may be fatally 
affected by gastrointestinal dis­ 
orders caused by salmonello­ 
sis. 
Bennett said most healthy per­ 
sons who eat food carrying 
the disease wiliexpei iem eonly 
mild discomfort for 24 to 48 
hours.

MISSING $31 MILLION 
The Justice Department is the 
federal watchdog for uncollect- 
ed debts. But embarrassing to 
relate, it cannot account for $31 
million belonging to the taxpay- 
ers. 
This column reported earlier 
on how hundreds of millions of 
dollars in uncollected debts are 
still on the government's books, 
because the Justice Department 
hasn't been able to dun suc- 
cessfully. Now, a confidential 
report prepared by Rep. Dante 
Fascell's Government Opera- 
tions Subcommittee explains 
why justice has a "lollow sound 
to its bark as the taxpayers' 
watchdog. 


Fascell siccecj General Ac- 
counting Office sleuths on the 
Department. 
They reported 


back wonderlngly to theFlorida 
Democrat on what they found; 
"Our examination. . . showed 
numerous instances of miss- 
ing, erroneous and duplicated 
information." 
Justice's own figures told of 


$375 
million in outstanding 


debts for fines, forfeitures, fe- 
deral loans and the like. But 
the GAO accountants found the 
figure should be $406 million— 
a difference of $31 million. 


The just ice Department prof es- 
ses to be as bewilderedasKas- 
cell on where the $31 million 
went. 


The GAO found "little control" 
by Justice over its 93 U, S. 
attorneys in the field — one 
reason for the confusion over 
how much the U. S. Treasury 
has coming. Faseell's commit- 
tee also suspects that many ot 
the U. S. attorneys aren't pres- 
sing for debt collection because 
they are politically ambitious 
and don't want to get the un- 
popular label of "skip tracers." 
The confidential report shows 
that in one U. S0 attorney's of- 
fice there were major clerical 
goofs in 
22 per cent of his 


criminal debt cases. Another 
office had 21 per cent in civil 
collection cases. 
At Justice Department head- 
quarters, according to the con- 
fidential document, debts are 
being written off at the rate of 
approximately 
$2 
million a 


month. The figure can't be exact 
because the department doesn't 
even know itself how much is 
being cancelled. As a matter 
of fact, In one 16-monthperiod, 
the GAO and Just ice figures are 
$6.5 million apart. 
The department, spurred by 
Fascell's humiliating discov- 
eries, has promised reforms by 
July , 1971, but the Govern- 
ment Operations Subcommit- 
tee isn't willing to let the bleed- 
ing go that long.

Dear Mrs. Y.: Stones in the 


kidney and in the small tube, 
the ureter, that leads from the 
kidney to the bladder vary in 
size and in composition. Some 
are tiny, others can be the 
size of a large olive. They can 
contain calcium or uric acid 
and can lodge in various parts 
of the urinary tract. 


When a large stone destroys 


most of a kidney that has p. 
severe infection, there may be 
a need to remove this organ. 
This decision, of course, de- 
pends on the judgment of the 
doctor and the surgical spe- 
cialists who arrive at this con- 
clusion after complex X-ray 
and chemical studies. 


If one kidney is removed 


and the other is in perfectly 
healthy condition, the body 
functions are not interfered 
with. Many people spend their 
complete "lives attaining nor- 
mal longevity with one healthy 
kidney.

MISSING $31 MILLION 
The Justice Department is the 
federal watchdog for uncollect- 
ed debts. But embarrassing to 
relate, it cannot account tor $31 
million belonging to the taxpay­ 
ers. 
This column reported earlier 
on how hundred' of millions of 
dollars in uncollected debts are 
Mill on the government sbooks, 
because the Justice Department 
hasn't been able to dun suc­ 
cessfully, Now. a confidential 
report prepared by Hep. Dante 
V asrell’s Government Opera­ 
tions Subcommittee explains 
why justice has a hollow sound 
to its bark as the taxpayers* 
watchdog. 
Fascell sicced General Ac­ 
counting Office sleuths on the 
Department. 
They reporte*! 
back wonder ingly to the Florida 
Democrat on what they found; 
“ Our examination. . . showed 
numerous instances of m iss­ 
ing, erroneous and duplicated 
information.’' 
Justice's own figures told of 
$376 
million in outstanding 
debts for fines, forfeitures, fe­ 
deral loans and the like. But 
the GAO accountants fouwl the 
figure should be $406 million — 
a difference of $31 million. 


The Justice Department piofe-- 
set to be a» bewildered as Vas- 
cell ni where the $31 million 


The GAO found “ little control'* 
by Justice over its 93 U. S. 
attorneys In the field — one 
reason for the cnnlusiun over 
how much the U. S, Treasury 
has coming. Fascell's commit­ 
tee also suspect' that many ot 
the U, s. attorneys aren't pres­ 
sing for debl ctdlectiwibecause 
the, are puliticalD ambitious 
and don't warn to gel the im­ 
popular label of “ skip tracer a.” 
The confidential report shows 
that in one V. S. attorney*» of­ 
fice there were major clerical 
goofs In 
22 per cent of his 
criminal debt case». Another 
office had 21 per cent in civil 
collection cases. 
At Justice Department head­ 
quarters, according to the con­ 
fidential document, debts are 
heing written off at the rate of 
approximately 
$2 million a 
month. The figure can’t be exact 
because the department doesn't 
even know Itself how much Is 
being cancelled. As a matter 
Of fact. In one 16-monthperind, 
the GAO and Justice figures are 
$6.6 million apart. 
The department, spurred by 
Fascell*s humiliating discov­ 
eries, has prom ised reform sbv 
July , 1971, but the Govern­ 
ment Operations Subcommit­ 
tee isn't willing to let the bleed­ 
ing go that long.

Must the kidney be removed 
if there is a large stone? Can 
one kidney carry on with the 
extra burden placed on it? 
Mrs. T. Y., Tennessee 
Dear Mrs. Y.: Stones in the 
kidney and in the small tube, 
the ureter, that leads from the 
kidney to the bladder vary in 
size and in composition. Some 
are tiny, others can be the 
size of a large olive. They car. 
contain calcium or uric acid 
and can lodge in various parts 
of the urinary tract. 
When a large stone destroys 
most of a kidney that has a 
severe infection, there may be 
a need to remove this organ. 
This decision, of course, de­ 
pends on the judgm ent of the 
doctor and the surgical spe­ 
cialists who arrive at this con­ 
clusion after complex X-ray 
and chemical studies. 
If one kidney is removed 
and the other is in perfectly 
healthy condition, the body 
functions are not interfered 
with. Many people spend their 
complete lives attaining nor­ 
mal longevity with one healthy 
kidney.

Nicklaus Favorite In 
$100,000 Classic 


HILTON HEAD, S. C. (AP) — 


Jack Nicklaus, lean, trim and 
on the move, is a heavy favor- 
ite for the top prize in the 
$100,000 Heritage Golf Classic, 
next to last stop on this year's 
PGA tour. 
Nicklaus, 
big now only in 


ability — not size — has his 
awesome game back in gear, 
owns a fantastic record on the 
fall tour and will be playing on 
a course he, personally, de- 
signed. 


And too, the Big Bear, now a 
svelt 190 pounds after a two 
month diet, has the desire—he 
wants to move up on the mon- 
ey list. 


"You always want to be first 


in as many categories as pos- 
sible," Nicklaus said after a 
practice round on the tight, 6,- 
655 yard, par 71 Harbour Town 
golf links, a flat, seaside layout 
that ranks as one of the more 
unusual and demanding courses 
the pros encounter. 


He has an excellent shot at 


advancing, too. Big Jack is No. 
3 on the list at the moment and 
the two men ahead of him, 
F rank Beard and Joe Hill, are 
among the missing in the 144 
man field that will begin the 72 
hole test Thursday. 


Nicklaus 
has 
played 
only 


three of the four fall tourna- 
ments and has won two and fin- 
ished second In the other, the 
Hawaiian Open two weeks ago. 
That's earned him over $60,000 
and has boosted his season's 
take to $137,917. 


He is within sight of Hill, but 


has only a long shot chance of 
catching Beard. He's $36,993 
behind and would have to win 
both remaining tournaments to 
take the No. 1 spot. 


He's much closer to another 
goal — only $6,726 shortof join- 
ing Arnold Palmer as the sec- 
ond career $1 million winner. 


Besides Nicklaus, and possi- 


bly Palmar, other top contend- 
ers include Masters chamoion 
George Archer, longhlttlngDan 
Sikes and Lee Trevtno, 
The course Is tough. It is so 


tight that the galleries have 
been limited to a maximum of 
5,000. The fairways are narrow, 
twisting and lined by thousands 
of pines and moss hung cypress. 


The tiny greens are guarded by 


scores of gaping white sand 
traps. There's plenty of water 
and two 450-yard par fours are 
played directly in to the prevail- 
ing winds.

Reagan Administration Considers

By English Teachers 


LONDON (AP)— Mike Mulvan- 
ey teaches 40 6-year-olds to 
read and write. Next month he 
is going on strike for more mon- 
ey. 


"I hate to do this to them, but 


I've got to live," he says. 
Mulvaney and colleagues have 
called the first national teach- 
ers' 
strike in 100 years of 


British state education. 
"We're not militants without 


regard for the nation's econo- 
my," he insists. "I cannot ex- 
ist 
on the money I earn, and 


I'm better off than some." 


Mulvaney, 28, ranks as a vice 


principal and earns $55 aweek. 


"My wife has been forced to go 


out to work to pay for our food," 
he says. "We rarely see each 
other except in bed and at week- 
ends. Dogs nave a better life 
than we do." 
The 350,000 teachers in Eng- 


land and Wales — Scotland has 
its own separate education sys- 
tem — have organized a two- 
week walkout in an effort to 
focus government and public at- 
tention on their grievances. 


They are on a sliding scale 


that brings $2,064 to $3,840 a 
year; the 
average pay for a 


male industrial worker is $2,- 
985. 


The teachers have rejected an 
offer from the state education 
board to give them $120 more a 
year. They want $334. 
Mulvaney's financial difficul- 
ties began, IIP says, when he 
first decided to teach. His fath- 
er was a factory worker. 


After three years at a training 
college he became a fully quali- 
fied teacher seven years ago, 
earning $24 a week. Now, after 
taxes, he takes home $45.60. 


"The house cost me nearly 


$12,000 three years ago but I 
borrowed the deposit from kind- 
hearted 
relatives," he says. 


"The mortgage costs me $96 


a month, then there's heating, 
electricity, and all the other 
costs of keeping a wife and fam- 
ily. 
His 28-year-old wife Pat is 
also a teacher and earns the 
basic minimum —of $2,064. 


"Our 2-year-old son spends 


the days at a nursery," Mulva- 
ney says sadly. "Imagine how 
I feel as a teacher having to 
send him there — I hardly ever 
see him. God knows how he's 
going to grow up. He's practi- 
cally an orphan." 
Mulvaney says he has often 


thought 
of 
quitting his job, 


"but I love it so much."

and a reduction in the units 
required 
for graduation as 


proposed by the faculty negotia- 
ting council of Red Bluff high 
school at last night's meeting 
of the 
board 
of trustees, 


brought about a lengthy dis- 
cussion. 
No action, however, was taken 
at this time. The board indica- 
ted that it would give serious 
consideration to the proposal. 
Clifford Penner, chairman for 


the 
council, said that the pro- 


posal was to change the present 
eight-period day to a seven- 
period day with the eighth per- 
iod becoming an independent 
study period. The hours for 
school would remain the same, 
but the students would have six 
periods instead of seven for 
classwork. one for lunch and one 
for independent study. 
Under this proposed schedule, 


the teachers would have five 
periods of teaching, one for 
preparation, one for lunch and 
one to work with students dur- 
ing the independent study per- 
iod. 


It was also proposed that the 
graduation 
requirements be 


dropped 
from the current 240 


units to 230 units for the 1970- 
71 years and 'to 220 units the 
following year. 
A prepare*! release contained 
comments from the various de- 
partments on how the proposed 
change.;, would favorably affect 
their respective classes. The 
only'opposition to date was vo- 
iced by Jay Thiel, music in- 
structor, who said that many 
students had a difficult time fit- 
ting band into their schedule and 
it would be moredifficult if they 
had six instead of seven class- 
es to choose from. Robert Rus- 
sell, board member, also asked 
if this wouldn't be true of some 
of the agricultural classes and 
woodshop classes, which have 
limited capacity. 


The independent study period

DDT Residues Pose 
Wildlife Problem 


By JIM PHILLIPS 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Fish 


and birds such as the bald ea- 
gle, 
preregrine falcon and 


brown pelican face a continuing 
threat from DDT residues even 
though the pesticide is on Its 
way out, according to several 
wildlife experts. 


"Near extinction" is the out- 


look for (the birds whose num- 
bers already have been critical* 
ly reduced by the effects of 
DDT, said Dr. Ray Johnson, a 
researcher for the Bureau of 
Sports Fisheries and Wildlife. 


Dwindling fish populations are 


expected in pesticide laden wa- 
ters where some species have 
been declared unfit for human, 
consumption. 


Perhaps hardest hit will be 


the fourth largest freshwater 
lake in the world, Lake Michi- 
gan. 


Johnson, however, doubts the 


birds will follow the passenger 
pigeon into oblivion. "There's 
considerable hope for rescuing 
them at the last minute," he 
said. "We're aware of this right 
now." 


Whether these species survive 


apparently 
depends 
on the 


length of time lethal DDT resi. 
dues remain in the environ- 
ment. 


Shortly before Secretary of 


Agriculture Clifford M. Hardin 
announced his intention to ban 
all but emergency uses of DDT 
by 
the end of 1970, Robert H. 


F.inch, secretary of health, edu- 
cation and welfare, said DDT 
residues will show up in food- 
stuffs for "10 years or longer" 
after a ban goes into effect. 


Little is known about the na» 


ural breakdown- of DDT into 
harmless components after the 
pesticide enters the environ- 
ment. 


*•! thiak it depends on the 


chemistry of each local situa- 
tion. The persistence may range 
from several months in some 
situations to years in other 
cases," said Johnson. 


Certain local populations of 


such birds as osprey in Rhode 
Island and herring gulls on the 
Lake Michigan shore are ex. 
pected to drop sharply. A DDT 
residue buildup has been noted 
by biologists in the .mallards 
and black ducks in the Chesa- 
peake Bay region.

In fishes. DDT:residue»levels 


in some catches of coho salmon, 
lake trout and chubs from Lake 
Michigan have exceeded the 5 
parts per million permissible 
level for interstate sale. 


DDT has alreadybe'enblamed 


for lake trout die-offs in New 
York state. Significant, but not 
critical; residues have been de- 
tected in California anchovies 
and oysters. 


Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis., 


has disclosed a nationwide sur- 
vey that fish taken from 12 riv. 
ers and lakes exceed Food and 
Drug Administration levels for 
human consumption;

Echo Chamber Might 
Cause Reverberations

(AP)— Scientists now think the 
strange lunar 
reverberations 


detected after their man-made 
moonquake 
might have been 


caused by a huge underground 
"echo chamber/' 
They theorize the echo cham- 
ber is a jumbled layer of rocky 
debris sandwiched between t!".c 
hard surface of the Ocean of 
Storms and an underlying hard 
lunar material. The debris may 
have been formed eons ago 
during some cataclysmic lunar 
event. 
Strange reverberations lasted 
55 minutes after the Apollo 12 
lunar lander was deliberately 
crashed to produce a moon- 
quake. Seismic devices left by 
the astronauts detected the re- 
verberations and radioed them 
to earth. 
For some unknown reason, 
tho scientific Jhmrists -"", en- 
ergy from the crash might have 
bounced back and forth through 
the rubble like sound in an echo 
chamber. 


A 
similar 
rubble layer on 


earth would have damped the 
seismic energy, said Dr. Gary 
Latham of the Lament Geologi- 
cal observatory. 


"Our feeling now Is we're go- 
ing to have to reassess our un- 


derstanding of the manner in 
which waves are damped and 
to study the way in which the 
material affects 
this kind of 


thing," he said. 


Perhaps the airlessness of the 


moon has something to do with 
it, Latham said. 
Because of the vacuum on the 


moon, he explained, lunar ma- 
terial has no gases or fluids 
trapped in it as earth material 
does, and this might dramati- 
cally alter the way seismic en- 
ergy behaves. 
A layer of rocky debris sand- 


wiched between two hard lay- 
ers that efficiently reflect seis- 
mic waves is alien to earth geo- 
logy. 


"I 
can't in my experience 


think of a place where we would 
find a solid over a thick rubble 
layer underlain by another solid 
material,'' Latham said. "And 
if we did, we certainly wouldn't 
SES 2 SciSmlC Sipial like tuul 
we saw on the moon."

Dwindling fish populations are 
expected in pesticide laden wa­ 
te rs where some species have 
been declared unfit for human 
consumption. 
Perhaps hardest hit w ill be 
the fourth largest freshw ater 
lake in the world, Lake Michi­ 
gan. 
Johnson, however, doubts the 
birds will follow the passenger 
pigeon into oblivion. ‘'T h e re ’s 
considerable hope for rescuing 
them at the last m inute," he 
said. "W e ’ re aware of this right 
now.*’ 
Whether these species survive

length of tim e lethal DDT re si­ 
dues

in the environ­ 
ment. 
Shortly before Secretary' of 
Agriculture Clifford M. Hardin 
announced his intention to ban

They theorize the echo cham ­ 
ber is a jumbled layer of rocky 
debris sandwiched between the 
hard surface of the Ocean of 
Storm s and an underlying hard 
lunar m aterial. The d ebris may 
have 
been 
formed

ago 
during some cataclysm ic lunar 
event. 
Strange reverberations lasted 
59 minutes after the Apollo 12 
lunar lander was deliberately 
crashed 
to produce a moon­ 
quake. Seism ic devices left by 
the astronauts detected the r e - 
verlierations and radioed them 
to earth. 
F or 
som e 
unknown 
reason, 
the scientific th eorists say, en­ 
ergy from the crash might have 
bounced back and forth through 
the rubble like sound in an echo 
cham ber. 
A 
sim ilar 
rubble laver on 
earth would have damped the 
seism ic energy, said D r. Gary 
Latham of the L a m on t G eologi­ 
cal observatory. 
"O u r feeling now is we re go­ 
ing to have to re a sse ss our un­ 


derstanding of the manner in 
which 
waves are damped and 
to study the way in which the 
m aterial atfects 
this kind of 
thing,” he said. 
Perhaps the a irle ssn ess of the 
moon has something to do with 
it, Latham said. 
Because of the vacuum on the 
moon, he explained, lunar m a­ 
teria l has no gases or fluids 
trapped in it as earth m aterial 
does, and this might dram ati­ 
cally alter the way seism ic en ­ 
ergy behaves. 
A layer of rocky debris sand­ 
wiched between two hard lay ­ 
e rs that efficiently reflect s e is ­ 
m ic waves is alien to earth geo­ 


logy. 
“ I 
can’t in my experience 
think of a place where we would 
find a solid over a thick rubble 
layer underlain by another solid 
m a te ria l," Latham said. "And 
if we did, we certainly wouldn’t 
see a seism ic signal like that 
we saw on the moon.”

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New Experimental College 
Draws From Worlds Apart

EDISON, N. J. (AP)—At 17, 
April W erner was tired of Eng­ 
lish, mathematics and French. 
Effortlessly, she had compiled 
close to an A average at Mor­ 
ristown High School. 
At 19, Amos James was mak­ 
ing another try at coping with 
algebra at J. P. Stevens High 
School in North Edison. His high 
school record was mostly C’s 
and D's. 
Morristown 
and Edison are 
only 30 miles apart, but April 
and Amos are from different 
worlds. 
April lives in an upper mid­ 
dle-class community that loops 
around the inner city of M orris­ 
town. Getting to her house in­ 
volves a drive down a smooth 
country road and past sculp­ 
tured lawns and ponds and wil­ 
low trees. April has lived for 
10 
years in 
a grey shingled 
house which has no number on 
its mailbox. 
Amos' family has lived in an 
apartment 
complex 
in North 
Edison for 10 years.Originally, 
the James family came from 
Virginia. In the atternoon, on 
the corner of Amos' apartment 
a lively game of craps is often 


under way. 
Across the street, Negroes 
live in tar-paper houses, some 
without heat .Thepeople of Pot­ 
ters have been waiting for 13 
years for an urban renewal pro­ 
ject to move off the drawing 
board. Amos calls Edison "A 
honky town in the south," but 
says in the next breath that lie 
may some day teach history at 
J. P. Stevens. 
Both Amos and April are In 
the first class of students at 
Livingston College, the newest 
and most experimental college 
at Rutgers University, New Je r­ 
sey’s state university. 
Along with 700 students "we 
didn’t expect so many to say 
yes,” said Dean Ernest A. Lyn- 
ton, Amos and April moved on­ 
to 
a campus still under con­ 
struction near the banks of the 
Raritan River. 
Around them are empty and 
dilapidated barracks that were 
once home to thousands oí GIs 
at Camp Kilmer, an embarka­ 
tion base In World War II. 
Amos and April chose Liv­ 
ingston because of the promise 
offered. 
Livingston, the catalogue says, 
will have "no ivory tow ers." It 
cannot because "our cities are 
decaying, many of our fellow 
men are starving, social injus­ 
tice and racism litter the earth, 
weapons of awesome destruct­ 
ion threaten our existence. 
. . The politics 
of con­ 
frontation, the writing of Che 
Guevara (and Malcolm X), com­ 
puters and information explo­ 


sion; racial polarization in the 
cities; the moral and medical 
questions of prolonging life — 
these phenomena must be faced 
and examined for they repre­ 
sent fundamental forces at work 
in our world." 
Amos is the first of 13 chil­ 
dren to attend college. His bro­ 
ther Henry was killed in ac­ 
tion in Vietnam last October. 
His father died when he was 
3. "My mother has been on wel­ 
fare off and on,” Amos said. 
Last April Amos was one of 
the leaders in a two-day boycott 
by 200 black students and par­ 
ents at J. P. Stevens. Changes 
in student policy occurred. And 
the students reversed a Board 
of 
Education decision. The 
birthday of the Rev. Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. would be de­ 
clared a holiday. 
April is the second child in a 
family of four to attend Rut­ 
gers. Her brother, a physicist, 
was graduated from Rutgers In 
1966. April s father is apsych- 
iatric 
social 
worker, h 
mother a kindergarten teacher. 
Last year April, like Amos, 
tried to bring about changes at 
her high school — chances in 
curriculum, student schedules, 
independent study courses. 
"Every single thing the ad­ 
ministration did for the students 
they threw back in their face. I 
guess the kids weren't ready for 
change." 
So Arpil and Amos applied toa 
school that wants to "bring the 
community to the campus,” be­ 
lieves in giving students the 


freedom to choose 
their own 
life-styles, and Is committed 
"to 
admitting disadvantaged 
students." 
April, who says she might ma­ 
jor in anthropology but Is inter­ 
ested in "everything," applied 
to college in her junior year 
and was accepted at Barnard 
College. She chose Livingston 
"because 1 had a feeling about 
Barnard — they have so many 
rules. They tell you they want 
change but . . . 
Amos who plans to major in 
history and may go to law 
school, chose Livingston (where 
he’s 
on scholarship) 
over 
Hampton Institute (apredomin­ 
antly Negro school in Hampton, 
Va.).

You can pretty well bank 
on it!
